HINTS AND NOTIONS* 



Careless or thoughtle66 people frequently 
annoy good housekeepers by leaning their 
heads against the papered wall, thereby leaving 
unsightly spots. These may be removed by 
making a paste of cold water and pipe clay or 
Fuller's earth and laying it on the surface 
without rubbing it on, else the pattern of the 
paper will be injured. Leave the paste on all 
night. In the morning it can be brushed off 
and the spot will have disappeared, unless it 
is old, when the application must be renewed. 

A patent has been taken out in Austria for 
covering the sides of iron ships with a coating 
of glazed earthenware plates. Due allowance 
is made for the strain on ships sides by filling 
the joints with an elastic material. The matter 
is very theoretical at present, but if practical 
would be of great advantage. 

Zinc wall coverings. The Ultistrirte, Zie- 
tungfur Mechindustrie remarks that at Aix-la- 
Chapelle there are many walls of houses pro- 
tected against the weather with zinc coverings, 
while the use of that metal for roofing purposes 
would seem to be of limited extent in that part 
of Germany. 

Faint on clothing may be removed by 
using equal parts of turpentine and spirits of 
ammonia. Saturate the spot with the liquid 
two or three times until the paint is soft and 
then wash out with soap. 

Snow on roofs may be prevented filling 
the gutters by placing small stools or benches 
along in the gutters upon which the snow will 
lodge, thus leaving a clear space below for the 
water to run off. 

Flies may be driven and kept away by 
using laurel oil freely. It will also preserve 
looking glasses and picture frames when coated 
with it. 

Ink spots on floor may be removed by 
rubbing with sand wet in oil of vitriol and 
water; when the ink is removed rinse with 
pearl-ash water. 

To cool rooms, open the windows and 
hang in them wet cloths. The vaporizing 
makes the temperature cooler and pleasanter. 

A useful cement may be made of alum 
and plaster of Paris well mixed with water and 
used in a liquid state. 

Chalk drawings may be fixed by drawing 
through weak solution of isinglass. When 
evenly and carefully wetted hang up to dry.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



To polish marble. It sometimes happens 
thai the cabinet maker has a table top of 
marble to remount, which is scratched, and 
requires re-polishing. The following is the 
process used by the mason, and will, therefore, 
be acceptable in a work like the present. With 
a piece of sandstone with a very fine grit, rub 
the slab backward and forward, using very fine 
sand and water, till the marble appears equally 
rough, and not in scratches ; next use a finer 
stone and finer sand, till its surface appears 
equally gone over ; then, with fine emery 
powder and a piece of felt or old hat wrapped 
round a weight, rub till all the marks left by 
the former progress are worked out, and it 
appears with a comparative gloss on its sur- 
face. Afterward, finish the polish with putty 
powder and fine clean rags. As soon as the 
face appears of a good gloss, do not put any 
more powder on the rag, but rub it well, and 
in a short time it will appear as if fresh from 
the mason's hands. 

Imitation amber. Of late, an imitation 
of amber, which cannot be distinguished from 
the genuine article by inspection,' has made its 
appearance on the market. It contains copal, 
camphor, turpentine, and other ingredients, 
becomes electric by friction, and is used foi 
manufacturing mouthpieces for pipes, ciga' 
holders, ornaments, etc. The composition may 
be distinguished from genuine amber by it? 
lower melting point, as it quickly softens and 
melts when laid on a hot plate, while amber 
requires a comparatively high heat ; and fur- 
ther by the action of ether, which softens the 
imitation until it may be scraped away with the 
finger nail, while true amber is absolutely in- 
soluble in cold ether. 

Fine black dye. Put six pounds of chip 
logwood into the copper, with as many veneers 
as it will conveniently hold, without pressing 
too tight ; fill it with water, and let it boil 
slowly for about three hours; then add half a 
pound of powdered verdigris, half a pound of 
copperas, and four ounces of bruised nut-galls ; 
fill the copper up with vinegar as the water 
evaporates ; let it boil gently two hours each 
day till the wood is dyed through. 

Bronze may be renovated and recolored by 
mixing one part of muriatic acid and two parts 
of water. Free the article from all grease and 
dust, and apply the diluted acid with a cloth. 
When dry,, polish with sweet oil. 

To polish black marble. Wash it with 
warm 6oap and water, and when dry rub it well 
with furniture paste or French polish", and then 
rub it with an old silk handkerchief. After 
one or two trials it will become quite bright. 

Carpets after being beaten and laid will be 
brightened if plentifully sprinkled with corn 
meal mixed with coarse salt and then sweeping 
it off.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

A pretty ornament for the narrow spaces 
between the casings of the bay-window may be 
made with a little assistance from the carpen- 
ter. A thin, smooth, pretty board of any light 
^vood, about four feet long and as many inches 
in width, is slightly rounded at the ends, which 
are provided with holes to slip over the fancy 
tipped nails that arc to support it on the wall. 
Paint on this board with water colors, and in 
Japanese style, a straggling vine of spray of 
flowers. It is then fitted with two brackets of 
the same wood, one being placed about a foot 
from the bottom of the board, the other half 
way between the fir6t and the top. 

The following is a crimson stain that it 
frequently used for decorative woods for musi- 
cal instruments: Ground Brazil wood one 
pound, water three quarts, cochineal half an 
ounce ; boil the Brazil wood with water for an 
hour, strain, add the cochineal, boil gently for 
half an hour, when it will be fit for use. Thi- 
is first applied, and then the varnish, consisting 
of rectified spirits of wine half a gallon, six 
ounces of gum sandarac, three ounces of gum 
mastic, and half a pint of turpentine varnish ; 
put the above into a tin can by the stove, fre- 
quently shaking till well dissolved ; strain, and 
keep for use. If it is harder than is wished, 
thin with more turpentine varnish. 

Ink stains may be removed from colored 
table covers by dissolving a teaspoonful ol 
oxalic acid in a teaspoonful of hot water, and 
rubbing the stained part well with the solu- 
tion. Ink stains may be taken out of anything 
white by simply putting a little powdered salts 
of lemon and cold water on the stain, allowing 
it to remain about five minutes, and then wash- 
ing it out with soap and water, when the stains 
will disappear. 

To polish slate floors, use a smooth, flat 
piece of pumice stone, then polish with rotten 
stone. Washing well with soap and water once 
a week is usually enough to keep the slates 
clean, but by adopting the above method, not 
only do the slates become polished, but any 
stains are taken out. 

Kerosene will soften boots or shoes which 
have been hardened by water, and render them 
as pliable as new. Kerosene will make tin tea- 
kettles as bright as new. Saturate a woolen 
rag and rub with it. It will also remove stains 
from clean varnished furniture. 

Soiled marble may be cleaned by coating 
it (after brushing off the dust) with thick mu- 
cilage and allowing the wind or sun to dry it. 
Shortly it will peel off and bring the dirt with 
it. A second or third application may be 
necessary. 

Glue that is delicate for mounting ferns 
and sea weeds is made of five parts gum-arabic, 
three parts white sugar, two parts starch, and 
a very little water. Boil until thick and white. 

Hearths of gray marble may be cleaned by 
rubbing them with linseed oil.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



A few years ago a clergyman, who was an 
archaeologist, visited an ancient village church. 
On entering, he saw in the midst of it a man, 
who was on his knees, bowing low and facing 
the altar. The clergyman, of course, thought 
he had lighted on an instance of religious 
fervor, and that, moreover, expressed in an 
unexceptionable manner, an instance which 
was highly exemplary, especially in these de- 
generate days. But, on getting a close view of 
the being in the reverential attitude and in the 
eastward position, the clergyman found, to 
his horror, that the supposed devotee was 
earnestly and vigorously wrenching out of 
the stone floor a fine old brass, and in 
doing so knocking it to pieces. The sur- 
prised and grieved beholder exclaimed, with 
some excitement: "What are you about?" 
Without looking up and without desisting 
one moment, the rustic— a workman employed 
there — quietly answered: "We be a-restor- 
ing." — London Times. 

For sizing a Brussels rug so that it will 
keep down well, The Carpet Trade and Jtevieiv, 
gives the following directions : Apply to the 
back of the rug a flour paste, well salted to 
prevent molding, and then press down snugly 
into it a linen back. The edges of the rug and 
linen are then hemmed, and the mitres of the 
border on the rag are always bound on the 
back. The rug and back are also sewed to- 
gether, here and there, as in a mattress. Some- 
times glue is used for size instead of paste. 
Before the size is applied the rug should be 
tacked face down on the floor and allowed to 
remain there undisturbed several days until 
perfectly dry.

Turpentine (a spoonful) boiled with white 
clothes will help the whitening very materi- 
ally. 

Patent leather shoes may be kept from 
cracking by slightly warming before putting 
on. 

To clean red brick floors, rub them with a 
brick moistened with a little warm milk and 
water, and wipe them dry with a soft cloth. 

Carbolic soap used for scrubbing and 
cleaning will keep off all manner of insects.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



A great change has certainly taken place 
in church decoration in New York within ten 
years, and what is true in the city is true also 
of the country at large, which copies what is 
done there. The hard, stiff lines of forty years 
ago have long since been passed. All forms of 
church decoration are now in demand. Very 
little is done without precedent from periods 
in early Christian history to that of the last 
century. Dr. Paxton's church, in West 42d 
street, has been changed, putting in what the 
Tribune recently styled "private boxes." But 
they are nothing more than the old English 
pews such as you may see in the illustrations 
in some of Dickens' novels. The purpose in 
view in this case is a practical one, that of 
making the galleries, in which it is so difficult 
to make people sit, more attractive, and thus 
increase the seating capacity of the church. — 
The Builder. 

Tripod bamboo frames are now utilized 
for work-baskets; They can be obtained either 
in light or dark wood, and so arranged that 
they can be opened or closed at will. When 
opened, they are kept in place by a triangle 
piece, made of. metal, which fits in at lower 
part of sticks ; this gives open space at top. 
In this space is suspended the little work-bas- 
ket by ribbons or cord. It is exceedingly 
pretty to embroider a dainty silk bag, trim with 
lace and full bows instead of using the basket 
The bag need not be removed when you wish 
to fold for packing in trunk. 

Bust upon steel may be removed by 
covering the rusted part with oil or fat, letting 
it remain three hours and wipe off with a 
cloth ; take two drachms caustic potash and 
four ounces opodeldoc, rub on the mixture and 
let it remain ten minutes, rub off dry with 
cloth. Or cover the rusted part with sweet oil, 
well rub in, and next day cover with finely 
powdered unslaked lime, and polish with this 
until the rust disappears. Or take half an 
ounce of emery powder, one ounce of soft 
soap mixed, and rub well. 

' To varnish carved work when it cannot 
be polished, dissolve one ' ounce and a half of 
benzoin in eight ounces of wood naphtha, with 
two ounces of shellac and two ounces of gum 
sandarac; dissolve in bottle placed in hot 
water, shake frequently. 

To write in silver. Mix one ounce of the 
finest pewter of block tin and two ounces of 
quicksilver together till both become fluid, 
then grind it with gum water and write with it. 
The writing will then look as if done with 
silver. 

Gold varnish for metal or wood is made 
by taking two ounces gum sandarac, one ounce 
litharge of gold, and four ounces clarified lin 
seed oil ; boil in a glazed earthen vessel until 
they appear of a transparent yellow color. 

Varnish for drawings. Take some clean 
parchment cuttings and boil with water in a 
glazed pipkin until they produce a very clean 
size, then keep for use. 

Straw matting may be cleaned with a 
large coarse cloth dipped in salt and water and 
then wiped dry. The salt prevents the matting 
turning yellow. 

Satin wood stain is made by grinding raw 
sienna in water, adding dust of burnt sienna, 
lowered with whiting and varnish. 

Tin ware after being cleansed and wiped 
dry should be placed near the fire. This will 
keep it from rust. 

Oil paintings hung over the mantel piece 
are liable to wrinkle with the heat.

Horace "Vernet's method of painting con- 
sisted in mixing the colors with olive oil. "When 
tbe picture is painted the back of the canvas 
is covered with a coating of Fuller's earth, 
which draws tbe oil through and absorbs it 
entirely. The painting is thus reduced to the 
nature of a paste. The Fuller's earth is then 
removed from the canvas, and a coat of linseed 
oil is applied (also at back), the colors in their 
turn imbibe this oil and all the mellowed tones 
of the old masters are obtained. 

Gold powder for gildiDg may be prepared 
by putting into an earthen mortar some gold 
leaf with a little honey or thick gum water and 
grinding the mixture till tbe gold is reduced to 
extremely minute particles. When this is 
done, a little warm water will wash out the 
honey or gum, leaving tbe gold behind. 

To clean glass, bottles, decanters, etc., 
brightly, break a few raw egg shells in the 
article to be cleaned, with a little cold water— 
if greasy, warm water— and a little soda ; shake 
well, rinse with plenty of cold water, and the 
objects will shine as nothing else will make 
them. 

For dining-rooms English oak and dark 
mahogany are the chosen woods ; the wood 
work of the room should match that of the 
furniture ; the dining table is now square 
cornered and of severe style, as all ornament 
upon it is concealed by the rich cloth of plush 
with tapestry border. 

A substitute for wall paper has been 
found in tin foil which is stamped and printed 
with the designs desired by some patented 
process. The tinfoil is in sheets, thickness of 
ordinary paper, pliable and waterproof. It is 
varnished and in every way is artistic. 

To clean oil cloth do not scrub with a 
brush, but after sweeping clean by washing 
with a large soft cloth and lukewarm or cold 
water. On no account use soap or hot water, 
as either will take off the paint.

Color in decoration. Green is a favorite 
color in decoration, and reasonably so, for 
nature tells us that green is the most soothing 
color to the sense, and less trying to the optic 
nerves than reds or yellows. Between blue 
and green there are an endless variety of tints, 
and some of the most pleasing effects in decor- 
ation are those in which blue and green run: 
into the other. In these effects the blue should 
partake of the green and the green of the blue, 
colors of which we have heard rather muchi 
during the past few years. Of course it is not 
necessary to touch blue in our scheme, as we.' 
can confine ourselves to tones of brown green, , 
gray green, yellow, and blue green. Variety; 
in these cases is obtained by varying the weight; 
of color more than the tone. We can make the 
wall space light, the dado somewhat darker, 
and the wood work darker still, for it is a pretty 
safe general rule to emphasize the constructive 
details with strong color. 

In all mixtures of color there should be a; 
preponderance of one of the primaries. In the 
case of greens, for instance, there should be an 
excess of yellows in the warm greens, of blue 
in the gray greens, and some red in the dark 
greens. Equal proportions (not in bulk but in 
value) of blue and yellow produce a crude 
green. An excess either way will give a more 
agreeable color. 

The effect of colors on the nerves should 
never be lost sight of, and should guide the 
decorator in his decision as to the tone of color 
to be adopted) He must 6tudy the idiosyncrasy 
of his client, for there are some people who 
have a strong predilection for one color, and 
this caprice must be taken into account in con- 
junction with the aspect of the room and the! 
purposes to which it is to be applied. 

Bright spots of color, if it be thought de- 
sirable to introduce them, can be brought into; 
a decorative scheme by means of painted 1 
panels, stencilling, and hand painting. Bright 
color is suitable if sparingly used on a back- 
ground of some quiet color. 

A color is crude when it is principally: 
bright, and gives a feeling of unrest to the 
sense. An harmonious color, on the other 
hand, gives a feeling of repose so essential in 
the every-day surroundings of our homes. The 
rooms we live in form the background to our 
lives, and should consequently be unobtrusive, 
and, at the same time, agreeable and pleasure- 
giving. For all practical purposes the nearer a 
tint approaches to a primary color the less suit- 
able it is to decorative requirements. But 
though a color may be very low in tone, it by. 
no means follows that it should be dark. This 
was the mistake made a few years since, pre- 
sumably as a protest against the vulgarity of 
the color employed in the decoration of a gen- 
eration ago. The color in rooms was made un- 
necessarily dark and gloomy. A color can just 
as easily be light and harmonious as dark and 
dull. A gloomy color is always to be avoided, 
owing to its depressing influence ; light and 
sunny color, on the contrary, is cheerful and

exhilarating. A color need not be yellow to be 
"sunny," for one can get the effect of a warm 
light in all .one's color without the color itself 
consisting of tones of either yellow or red. 

There are many rooms which have to be 
made to look furnished by the decoration, and 
in these cases it is most important that the 
decoration should be quite correct. In such 
cases it is very desirable there should.be some 
stencilling, or brush work, for flat masses of 
color want " breaking up " and relieving by 
ornament or other richer surfaces. On the 
other hand there are rooms in which the decor- 
ation plays an insignificant part, owing to the 
number of the pictures and other accessories 
adorning the walls, etc. All these considera 
tions und many others that will occur to ever) 
decorator from time to time, must be noted 
and taken into account before he commits him- 
self to any definite scheme ; but hi6 first con- 
sideration, when he has satisfied himself on all 
these practical points, is the color of his decor- 
ation. — Furniture Gazette. 

A singular method of preserving histori- 
cal ruins has been discovered in Ireland. On 
the Case Hill, near Belfast, there was a short 
time ago an ancient castle. In order to protect 
its ruins from the ravages of time and passing 
vandals, some local antiquarians determined to 
surround it with a wall, and employed a con- 
tractor to execute the work.
